In ‘continuation of our resumé of the 
Reports for 1875 on Trade at the Treaty 
Ports in China, published by order of 
the Inspector-General of Customs, we 
deal to-day with the home, or coasting 
trade of China, carried on in foreign 


keels under the Chinese’ and flags of. 


other nations, This trade forms a very 
important feature in the commerce of the 
empire, and gives employment to more 
than three times the amount-of tonnage 
ngaged in the direct carrying trade be- 
tween China and foreign countries, The 
trade consists in taking native produce 
from one port to another for either- sub- 
sequent. re-shipment. abroad or for local 
consumption, and in distributing the 
foreign imports from Shanghai to, prin- 
cipally, Ningpo and the northern and 
Yangtaze ports. . Hongkong is, of coursb, 
regarded as a foreign port. The value of 
the ottward coast trade at all the Treaty 
Ports—that is, of goods sent from one 
port to another—amounted during the 
year to Tis, 109,747,416, of which Tle. 
56,417,417 répresented indigenous. ex- 
porta, Tis. 15,210,269 native re-exports 
and Tls 36,119,730: foreign re-exports. 
The re-export of foreign goods from 
Shanghai constitutes one of the leading 
feature of the trade at that port. The 


1 -value of the foreign. re-exports from the 


Settlement during 1875, amounted. to 
Tis. 34,024,907. ‘The total. value of the 
Canton outward coast trade, including of 
course indigenous exports and ‘native 
and foreign re exports, amounted to only 
8,539,988. ‘The ontries of vessela em- 
ployed in the coast trade inwards wore 
6,664  vessela, aggregating. 3,874,436 
tong,. and’ clearances . 6,786 . vessels, 
amounting to 9,879,081 tons. .. The 
following table gives the percentage of 
the share taken in regard to the value 
of cargoes by each nationality inthe
